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Aii INQUIRY into the Effects of SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS 
upon the Human Body. --7b luh'uh is added, 
A Moral and Physical THERMOMETER. 

Profeflbr of the Theory and Prac"Uc« of Medicine in 
the Uuivcrfity of BhUaiciphia. 

BY fpirits I mean all thofe liquors which are obtained by 
distillation from fermented juices or lubftances of any 
kind. Thefe liquors were formerly uled only in medicine. 
They now tonftitute a principal part of the drinks of many 
countries. 

Since the introduction of fpirituous liquors into fiich general 
life, phyliciuns have remarked that a number of new dileafes 
hive appeared among us, and have deicribed many new Symp- 
toms as common to old dileafes. Spirits in their firft operation 
are (timulating upon the fyftem. They quicken the circula- 
tion of the blood, and produce fome heat in the body. Soon 
afterwards, they become what is called fedative ; that is, they 
diniinifh the action ot the vital powers, and thereby produce 
languor and weaknels. 

1 lie effects of fpirituous liquors upon the human body, in 
producing difeafes, are lometimes gradual. A (irongconltitu- 
tion, efpecially i,f it be aflifted with conftant and hard labour, 
will counteract nie deftrudtive effects of fpirits for many years ; 
but in general they produce the following dileafes : 

i. A ficknefs at the ftoniach, and vomiting in the morning. 
This diforder is generally accompanied with a want of appe- 
tite for breakfaft. It is known by tremors in the hands, in- 
fomuch that perfons who labour under it, are hardly able to 
lift a teacup to their heads, until they have taken a dofe of 
fome cordial liquor. In this diforder, a peculiar palenefs, 
with (mall red (freaks, appear in the cheeks. The flelh of the 
face, at the fame time has a peculiar hilnefs and flabbinefs, 
which are very different from found and healthy fat. 

2. An univerfal droply. This dilorder begins firft in the 
lower limbs, and gradually extends itfelf throughout tli£ v. hole 
body. I have been told that the merchants in Chaildtoo, 
Southcarolina, never truft the planter? when fpirits have pro- 
duced the firft fymptom of this diforder upon them. It is very 
natural to luppcie that induftry and virtue have become ex- 
tinct in that man, whole legs and feet are (welled, from the 
ufe of fpirituous liquors. 

3. Obstruction of the liver. This diforder produces other 
dileafes, fuch as an inflammation, which fometunes proves 
fuddenly fatal ; the jaundice, and a dropf'y of the belly. 

4. Madnefs. It is unnecettary to delcnbe this dvfeafe with 
all itsterrours and confequences. It is well known in every 
townfhip, where fpirituous liquors are uled. 

c The palfy. 6. The apoplexy; and 7. 1 ne hpilepfy, 
complete the oroup ofdifeafes produced by fpirituous liquor*. 
I do not affert that thefe diforders are never produced bv any 
other caufes, but 1 maintain that fpirituous liquors are the molt 
frequent caufes of them, and that when a predtfpohhon to them 
is produced by other caufes, they are rendered more certain 
and more dangerous bv the intemperate ufe of fpirits. 

I hav only named a few of the principal diforders produced 
by fpirituous liquors. It would take up a volume to delcnbe 
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how much other diforders natural to the human body, are 
increaled and complicated by them. Every (pecies of inflam- 
matory and putrid fever, is rendered more frequent and more 
obftinaie by the life of fpirituous liquors. 

The danger to life from the difeafes which have been men- 
tioned is well known. I do not think it extravagant therefore 
to repeat here, what has been often laid, that fpirituous liquors 
(ir/lroy more lives than the fworcl. War has its intervals of 
definition ; but fpirits operate at all times and fealons, upon 
human life. The ravages of war are confined to but one part 
of the hitman fpecies, viz. to men, but fpirits act too often 
upon perfons who are exempted from the dangers of war by 
a;ze or lex; and laftty, war deflro>s only thole perfons who 
allow .the ufe of arms to be lawful, whereas fpirits infinuate 
iheii Fatal effects among people, whofe principles are oppofed 
to ihe e flu lion of human blood. 

Let us next' turn our eyes from the effects of fpirits upon 
health and lire, to their effects upon property ; and here 
freQi Icenes of milery open to our view. Among the inhab- 
itants of cities they produce debts, dilgrace and Dankruptcy. 
Among farmers, they produce idlenels, with its ufual confe- 
quences, inch as houfes without windows, barns without roofs, 
gardens without inclofures, fields without fences, hogs without 
yokes, hVep without wool, meagre cattle, feeble horfes, and 
half clad, dirty children, without principles, morals, or man- 
ners. This picture is not exaggerated. I appeal to the ob- 
fervations of every man whether fuch fcenes of wretchednefs 
do not follow the tracks ot fpirituous liquors. 

11 we advance one fiep further, and examine the effecls of 
fpirituous liquors upon the moral faculty, the profpect will be 
hill more difrrefling and terrible. The firft effects of fpirits 
upon the mind fliew themlelves in the temper. I have con- 
ffantly obferved men who are intoxicated in any degree with 
fpirits, to be peevifh and quarrelfome ; after a while they lole 
by degrees the moral fenie. They violate promifes and en- 
gagements without (hame or remorfe. From thefe deficien- 
cies in veracity and integrity, they pafs on to crimes of a 
more heinous nature. It would be' to dishonour human na- 
ture only to name them. 

Thus have I, in a few words, pointed out the effects of fpir- 
ituoi.s liquors upon the lives, etrates, arid fouls of my fellow 
creatures. Their milchiefs may be fummed up in a few words. 
They till our church yards with premature graves, they fill the 
iheritf's docket with executions, they crowd our jails, and last- 
ly, they people the regions of ; but it belongs to another 

profeflion to fhew their terrible conlequences in the future 
world, 

1 (hall now proceed t» combat fome prejudices in favour of 
the ule of fpirituous liquors. 

There are three occahons in which fpirits have been thought 
nrcelfiry and uleful. 

i. In very cold weather. 

2. In very warm weather. And 

3. In times of hard labour. 

1. There cannot be a greater error than to fuppofe that 
ipirituous liquors leflen the eftVdts of cold upon the body. On 
the contrary I maintain that they always render the body more 






liable to be affefted and injured by cold. The temporary 
warmth they produce, is always fucceeded by chillnefs. If 
any thing be/ides warm clothing and exercife is neceflary 
to warm the body in cold weather, a plentiful meal of 
wholefome food is at all times fufficient for that purpofe. 
This, by giving a tone to the ftomach, invigorates the whole 
fyftem, while the gentle fever created by digeftion adds 
confiderably to the natural and ordinary heat of the body, 
and thus renders it lefs fenfible of the cold. A 'piece of 
meat well peppered, and a drink of cyder or water, well 
gingered, will enable a perfon to travel in the coldeft day 
or night, without receiving any injury from the weather. 

2. It is equally abfurd to fuppofe that fpirituous liquors 
leffen the effects of heat upon the body. So far from it, 
they rather increafe them. They add an internal heat to the 
external heat of the fun ; they difpofe to fevers and inflam- 
mations of the moft dangerous kinds ; they produce pre- 
ternatural fweats which weaken, inftead of an uniform and 
gentle perfpiration which exhilarates the body. Half the 
difeafes which are faid to be produced Wy warm weather, 
I am perfuaded are produced by the fpirits which are 
{'wallowed to leffen its effects upon the fyftem. 

3. I maintain with equal confidence, that fpirituous 
liquors do not leffen the effects of hard labour upon the 
body. Look at the horfe, with every mufcle of his body 
fwelled from morning until night in the prough, or the 
team, Does he make figns for fpirits to enable him to cleave 
the earth, or to climb a hill r No, He requires nothing 
but cool water and fubftantial food. There is neither 
ftrength nor nourifhment in fpirituous liquors. If they 
produce vigour in labour, it is of a tranfient nature, and 
is always fucceeded with a fenfe of weaknefs and fatigue. 
Thefe fa&s are founded in obfervation ; for I have repeat- 
edly feen thofe men perform the greateft exploits in work, 
both as to their degrees and duration, who never tafted 
fpirituous liquors. 

But are there no conditions of the human body in which 
fpirituous liquors are required? Yes; there are, iff. In 
thofe cafes where the body has been exhaufted by any 
caufes, and faintneis, or a Stoppage in the circulation of the 
blood has been produced, the ludden ftimulus of fpirits may 
be neceffary. In this cafe we comply ftrittly with the 
advice of Solomon, who confines the ufe of " ftrong 
drink" only to him " that is ready to pf rifh !" And adly. 
When the body has been long expofed to wet weather, 
and more especially if cold be joined with it, a moderate 
quantity of fpirits is not only proper, but highly ufeful to 



obviate debility, and thus to prevent a fever. Itake ihefe" 
to be the only two cafes that can occur, in which fpirituous 
liquors are innocent or neceflary. 

But if we rejeft fpirits from being pait of our drinks, 
What liquors fhall we fubftitutein the room of them? For 
cuftom, the experience of all ages and countries, and even 
nature hcrfelf, all feem to demand drinks more grateful and 
more cordial than fimple water. 

To this I fhall reply, by recommending in the room of 
fpirits, in the firft place, 

i. CYDER. This excellent liquor contains a fmall 
quantity of fpirit, but fo diluted and blunted, by being 
combined with an acid and a large quantity of faccharine 
matter and water, as to be perfectly inoffenfive and whole- 
fome. It difagrees only with perfons fubjeft to the rheu- 
matifm, but it may be rendered inoffenfive to fuch people by 
extinguifhing a red hot iron in it, or by diluting it with 
water. It is to be lamented that the late frofts in the fpring 
often deprive us of the fruit which affords this liquor. 
But the effects of thefe frofts have in fome meafure been 
obviated by giving an orchard a north weft expofure, lb as 
to check too early vegetation, and by kindling two or three 
large fires of brufh and ftraw to windward of the orchard, 
the evening before we expect a night of froft. This laft 
expedient has in many inftances within the compafs of my 
knowledge, preferved the fruit of an orchard, to the great 
joy and emolument of the ingenious hufbandman. 

2. BEER is a wholefome liquor compared with fpirits. 
The grain from which it is obtained is not liable, like the 
apple, to be affected with froft, and therefore it can always 
be procured at a moderate expenfe. It abounds with nour- 
ifhment ; hence we find many of the common people in 
Greatbritain endure hard labour with no other food than 
a quart or three pints of this liquor, with a few pounds of 
bread in a day. I have heard with great pleafure of brew- 
eries being fet up in feveralof the principal county towns 
of Pennfylvania, and I eftecm it a fign of the progrefs of 
our State in wealth and happinefs, that a Tingle brewer in 
Chefter county fold above 1000 barrels of beer laft year. 
While I vvifh to fee a law impofing the heavieft taxes on 
whifky diftilleries, I fhould be glad to lee breweries (at leaft 
for fome years) wholly exempted from taxation*. 

3. WINE is likewife a wholefome liquor, compared 
with fpirits. The low wines of France 1 believe could be 
drank at a lefs expenfe than fpirits in this country. The peaf- 
ants in France, who drink thefe liquors in large quantities, 
are ahealthy and fobcrbody of people. Wincsof all kinds, 

* A gentleman imw living remembers when there were Hum tivrlvc brcwl 
in Bolton, and but twu ijntil'ic .,: [low fadly is the c»fi rro reverted I 
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yield, by chymical analyfis, the fame principles as cyder, 
but in different proportions; hence they are both coidial 
and nourishing. It is remarked that few men ever become 
habitual drunkards upon wine. It derives its relifh princi- 
pally from company, and is feldom, like Spirituous liquor?, 
drank in a chimney corner or in a clofet. The cffccls of 
wine upon the temper are likewise in mod cales directly 
oppofite to thofe that were mentioned of fpirituous liquors. 
It mufl be a bad heart, indeed, that is not rendered more 
cheerful and more generous by a few glaffes of wine. 

4. VINEGAR and WATER fweetened with fugar or 
molafies, is the beft drink that can be contrived in warm 
weather. I beg leave to recommend this wholefome mix- 
ture to reapers in a particular manner. It is pleafant and 
cooling. It promotes perfpiration, and refills putrefaction. 
Vinegar and water constituted the only drink of the fold- 
ieis of the Roman republick ; and it is well known that 
they marched, and fought, in a warm climate, and beneath 
a load of arms that weighed fixty pounds. Boaz, a wealthy 
farmer in Paleftine, we find treated his reapers with noth- 
ing but bread dipped in vinegar. Say not, that fpirits have 
become necefTary in harveft, from habit and the cuftora of 
the country. The cuftom of fwallowing this liquid fire, is a 
bad one, and the habit of it may be broken. Let half a 
dozen farmers in a neighbourhood combine to allow higher 
wapes to their reapers than are common, and a Sufficient 
quantity of any of the liquors I have recommended, and 
they may foon abolifh the practice of giving them fpirits. 
They will in a little while be delighted with the good effects 
of their aflbciation. Their grain will be fooner and more 
carefully gathered into their barns, and an hundred difa- 
oreeable fcenes of ficknefs and contention will be avoided, 
which always follow in a greater or lefs degree the ufe of 
fpirituous liquors. Under this head, I fhould not neglect 
to recommend buttermilk and water, or four milk (com- 
monly called bonncclabber) and water. It will be ren- 
dered more grateful by the addition of a little fugar. — 
PUNCH is likewife calculated to lefTen the effects of heat 
and hard labour upon the body. The fpirit in this liquor 
is blunted by its union with the vegetable acid. Hence it 
pofTefTes not only the constituent parts, but moft of the 
qualities of evder and wine. To render this liquor perfect- 
ly innocent and wholefome, it mult be drank weak, in mod- 
erate quantities, and only in warm weather. 

There are certain claffes of people to whom I beg leave <s 
to fug^eft a caution or two upon the ufe of fpirituous 1 
liquors. $ 



i. Valetudinarians, efpccially thofe who labour under 
difordersof the ftomach and bowels, are very apt to fly to 
(pints for relief. Let fuch people be cautious how they 
repeat this dangerous remedy. I have known many men 
and women of excellent chara&ers and principles, who 
have been betrayed by occafional dofes of gin or brandy 
to cafe the cholick, into a love of fpirituous liquors, info- 
much that they have afterwards fallen facrifices to their 
fatal effefts. The different preparations of opium are a 
thoufand times more fafe and innocent than fpirituous 
liquors, in all fpafmodick affeftions of the ftomach and bow- 
els. So apprehenfive am I of the danger of contracting a 
love for fpirituous liquors, by accuftoming the ftomach to 
their ftimulus, that I think the fewer medicines we exhibit 
in fpirituous vehicles the better. 

2. Some people from living in countries fubjeft to the 
intermitting fever, endeavour to fortify themfelves againft 
it by two or three glaffes of bitters made with fpirits every 
day. There is great danger of men becoming fots from 
this practice. Befides, this mode of preventing intermit- 
tents is by no means a certain one. A much better fecuri- 
ty againft them is to be found in the Jefuits bark. A tea 
fpoon full of this excellent medicine taken every morning 
during the fickly feafon, has in many inftances preferved 
whole families in the neighbourhood of rivers and mill 
ponds from fevers of all kinds. Thofe who live in a fick- 
ly part of the country, and who cannot procure the bark, 
or who objc£l to taking it, I would advife to avoid the 
morning and evening air in the fickly months, to kindle 
fires in their houfes on damp days, and in cool evenings, 
throughout the whole fummer, and to put on woollen 
clothing about the fir ft week in September. The laft part 
of this direction applies only to the inhabitants of the mid- 
dle flates. Thefe cautions I am perfuaded will be more 
effe&ual in preventing autumnal fevers than the beft prep- 
arations that can be made from bitters in fpirits. 

3. Men who follow profeffions that require a conftant 
exercife of the mind or body, or perhaps of both, are very 
apt to feek relief from fatigue in fpirituous liquors. To 
fuch perfons I would beg leave to recommend the ufe of 
TEA inftead of fpirits. Fatigue is occafioned by the ob- 
ftruction of perfpiration. Tea, by reftoring perfpiration, 
removes fatigue, and thus invigorates the iyftem. I am 
no advocate for the general or exceflive ufe of tea. When 
drank too ftrong, it is hurtful, efpecialiy to the female con- 
ftitution ; but when drank of a moderate degree of ftrength, 
and in moderate quantities, with fugar and cream or milk, 



I believe it is in general innocent, and at all times to be 
preferred to fpirituous liquors. One of the moft induftri- 
-ous fchoolmalters I ever knew, told me that he had been 
preferved from the love of fpirituous liquors by contract- 
ing a love for tea in early life. Three or fourdifhes drank 
in an afternoon, carried off the fatigue of a whole day's la- 
bour in his fchool. This gentleman lived to be y\ years of 
age, and afterwards died of an acute difeafe, in the full ex- 
ercife of all the faculties of his mind. 

To every clafs of my readers, I beg leave to fugged a 
caution againd the ufe of TODDY or GROG. I ac- 
knowledge that I have known fome men, who, by limiting 
its ftrength, conflantly meafuring the fpirit and water, and 
by drinking it only with their meals, have drunk toddy or 
grog for many years without fuffering in any degree from 
it ; but I have known many more who have been infenfi- 
bly led from drinking toddy for their conftant drink, to 
take drams in the morning, and have afterwards paid their 
lives as the price of their folly. I fhall feleft one cafe from 
among many that have come within the compafs of my 
knowledge, to fhew the ordinary progrefs of intemperance 
in the ufe of fpirituous liquors. A gentleman, once of a 
fair and fober character, in the city of Philadelphia, for 
many years drank toddy as his conftant drink. From this 
he proceeded to drink grog. Alter a while nothing would 
fatisfy him but flings made of equal parts of rum and water, 
with a little fugar. From flings he advanced to raw rum, 
and from common rum to Jamaica fpirits. Here he refted 
for a few months ; but at la ft he found even Jamaica fpir- 
its were not ftrong enough to warm his ftomach, and he 
made it a conftant pra£tice to throw a table fpoon full of 
ground pepper into each glafs of his fpirits, in order, to 
ufe his own expreffion, " to take off their coldnefs." It 
is hardly neceffary to add, that he foon afterwards died a 
martyr to his intemperance. 

I fhall conclude what has been faid of the effefts of fpir- 
ituous liquors, with two obfervations. 1. A people cor- 
rupted with ftrong drink cannot long be a FREE people. 
The rulers of fuch a community v» ill foon partake of the 
vices of that mafs from which they ar©,felefted, and all 
our laws and governments will fooner or later bear the 
j fame marks of the efiefts of fpirituous liquors, which were 
i defcribed formerly upon individuals. I fubmit it therefore 
j to the confideration of our legiflatures, whether more laws 
fhould not be made to increale the expenfe and leffen the 
confumption of fpirituous liquors, and whether fome mark 
of publick infamy fhould not be inflifted by law upon 



every man, convifted before a common magi (Irate, of 
drunkennefs. 

' The fecond and lad obfervation I fhall offer, is of a (e- 
rious nature. It has been remarked that the Indians have 
diminifhed every where in America fince their connexions 
with the Europeans. This has been juftly afcribed to the 
Europeans having introduced fpirituous liquors among 
them. Let thofe men who are every day turning their j 
backs upon all the benefits of cultivated fociety, to (eek | 
habitations in the neighbourhood of Indians, confider how j 
far this wandering mode of life is produced by the fame j 
caule which has fcattered and annihilated fo many Indian 
tribes. Long life, and the Tecure poffeffion of property, 
in the land of their anceftors, was looked upon as a bleffing 
among the ancient Jews. For a (on to mingle his dull 
With the dud of his father, was to aft worthy of his inher- 
itance; and the profpeftof this honour often afforded a 
confolation even in death. However exalted, my country- 
men, your ideas of liberty may be, while you expofe your- 
felves by the ufe of fpirituous liquors to this confequence 
of them, you are nothing more than the pioneers, or in 
more flavifh terms, the "hewers of wood" of your more 
indudrious neighbours. 

If the fa£ts that have been dated, fhould produce in any 
of my readers who have differed from the u(e of fpirituous 
liquors, a refolution to abdain from them hereafter, I mud 
beg leave to inform them that they muft leave them off 
hidden ly and entirely. No man was ever gradually re- 
formed from drinking fpirits. He muft not only avoid 
tailing, but even fmelling them, until long habits of abfti- 
nence have fubdued his affeftion for them. To prevent i 
his feeling any inconveniences from the fudden lofs of their ! 
dimulus upon his (tornach, he fhould drink plentifully of 
camomile or of any other bitter tea, or a few glades of 
found old wine every day. I have great pleafure in add- 
ing, that I have feen a number of people who have been 
effectually reftored to health, to charafter, and to u(eful- 
nefs to their families and to fociety, by following this 
advice.

ADVICE to Country Tavern Keepers. 

WHEN a perfon fets up to keep a publick boofe, he ought to make it his peculiar 
ftudy, to accommodate traveller! of all daffes.— The publick have an undoubt- 
ed right to expect it, and the more a tavern keeper lays hinifclf out to accommodate 
thofe travellers that give him their company, the more he incrcafeshis reputation, 
and confequently acquires more cuftora. Here I would remark, that whatever extra- 
ordinary fare the tavern keeper provides for his gaeft, he ought to be paid according- 
ly ; but he mufi remember that he fhould try to accommodate all — fome like rum, 
fomc like ftrong beer, fome cyder, fome wine, &c. 

•A* a great deal of cuftom is neceffary to make good markets and good inns, and 
as there is but little travelling, except on publick roads, tliequeftion is, how (hall tav- 
erners on private roads, where there is but little travelling, make provifion for enter- 
taining gentlemen writ, who are willing to pay for it, without fullering grcu loffes. 
I fpeak not of provifion for country ptople, for thefe are willing to take cyder and 
pot lucks, or the common fare of the taverner's own family ; but 1 fpeak of provifion 
for people who have been accuftomed to a city life and better cooker/ and liquors. 
It appears to me that provifion for the latter may be made, without needlefs wafte. 

iou cannot, for example, buy a pipe of Madeira wine of the firft quality — but you 
can keep a gallon or two for many months — and when gentlemen find a glafs of good 
wine in the country, they are willing to give a goad price for it. But 1 would recom- 
mend it to you to be more careful in the choice of your wine. Few of you are judges 
of wine — and when you purchafe, the wine fellers turn you off with any adulterated 
mixture they pleafe. After a great number of experiments, lean falcly declare, that 
nine times out of tin, the wine 1 hasre called for in countiy taverns has been a mixture 
of cyder, molaffes, and a little real wine ; or brandy and wine, and not unfrequcntiy 
with a ftrong tinflure of fugar of lead. Such mixtures pafs, in the country, for Mala- 
ga, or other fweet wine. To avoid impofitions in purchafing wine, get fome gentle- 
man who has alwavs been ufed to wine to choofe it for you, and keep a little of the 
ttjl quality for fuch palfengers as are willing to pay for it. 

With refpeft to fpiriU, the fame advice is neceffary — but of the quality of fpirits 
you are better judges, and therefore lefs liable to impofition. Keep alfo a little of the 
belt kinds of teas, as Hyfon, Gunpowder, or Souchong ; and good loaf fugar. A fmall 
quantity of each will ferve yoa for perhaps five or fix months. Molt palfengers will 
not want thefe articles ; they will not be able or willing to pay for them— but a few 
will wifh for them, becaufe they have always been accuftomed to them ; and you rauft 
make a difference of price between a breakfaft or fupper of Bohea tea and fryed pork, 
and one of Hyfon tea and loaf fugar. 

With refpea to meat, there is no difficulty if you will have a little forefight. Yon 
cannot indeed have freih meat every day, and gentlemen do not like boiled pork and 
cabbage, cooked and difhed together. But if you will every winter provide a number 
of good hams and beeves' tongues, you may, in the warincit wcnther, fprcad a table 
that no gentleman will find fault with. 

Jn cooking, take a word of advice. Ufe the gridiron inftead of the frying pan. Do 
not rc-all or broil meat until it is =s dry and tough as foal leather. Meat (lightly done, 
is both more palatable and more healthy. Do not boil meat and vegetables together, 
unle.syouput the vegetables in a bag. Do not bring upon table different kinds of 
meat in the fame dirti ; nor meat and vegetables in the fame uifh. Let each be brought 
on in a feparate dilh. Do not kill a fowl and put it warm over the fire. A fowl is 
tough and good for nothing, unlefs it has been killed 24, or at leaft 12 hours. When 
you bring on liquors, endea\ our to give every one a feparate glafs. If you hive not 
enough in the houfe, yon will be excufed ; but gentlemen do not like that all the 
company fhould drink out of the fame vclRl. 

Endeavour to accommodate different companies with different rooms. Nothing) is 
more difagreeable than to irowd a number of ftrangers into the fame room ; or to o- 
Dlige travellers to lit down with grog drinkers in the bar room. Furniftj yourfelvcs, if 
ponible, with beds enough to give every lodger one to himfelf. It is a monftrous in- 
aecent, as well as untofe practice, for perfons, perhaps total ftrangers, to deep in the 
lame bed. It is an all, out to a man to requeft it. And a word to you about keeping 
your beds clean. Give every decent man a decent bed. Eveiy one ought to have 
clean Irefh fheets, it is an impofition to afk a man to lie on fhcets, that have before been 
lain on by you know not who ; you fay it is a great trouble— very well, then make 
your lodgers pay for the trouble. Thofe who expect clean beds arc willing to pay for 
tncm.

" Not tcdtftrcy men's lit/a, but to ja-ve tbem.'"'' 
It having been lamented, that the means recommended by the 
Humane Society for reftoring fufpended animation, were 
not more generally known, the Editor takes an opportunity 
of prefentinghis readers with the following CAUTIONS 
and DIRECTIONS for preferving Human Life from and 
under various cafes of fudden Danger and feeming Death, 
from Conyulfions, Drowning, Strangling, Trance, Suffoca- 
tion, Bruifes, Swoon, Stupefaction, Froft, Intoxication, 
Starving, Poifon, Fits, Weaknefs, Bleeding, Stillbirth, or 
the ftroke of Lightning. 

CAUTION S. 
"JV/fODERATE your pajjions . — Difcontinue all drunkennefs. — 
■*•*-*- D'fcourage all fighting, except in needful defence of your 
country. —When you feel 'very uneafy, remember, that 4 « While 
there is life, there is hope" and trujt God for better times, doing 
your heft mean-while. It is good alto to tell your diftrefs to a fteady 
friend. ■ 

Moft fudden deaths come by 'water, therefore in, on, or near it, 
have care, not fear. — Keep 'wells covered ; hinge tops are read- 
icft.—Fill up holes in any ford, or bathing place. — Rail, fill, or 
flope off pits in dangerous parts. — Watch gravel pits 'when 
working in them. — Place no drunken man on hsrfebaci, — Leave 
nothing po'fonous open. — Lay loaded guns in fafe places, and nev- 
er imitate firing in jeft, nor leave gunpowder open.— Stand not 
near a tree in lightring, neither under any lead or iron. — Be 
wary of children, both in bed and up. — Beware of damps under 
ground when the wick of a light quickly goes out; airing and 
inarming them at fir ft may prevent barm.— In attending fer- 
menting liquors, vohen giddinejs begins get air, — Never fleep 
near charcoal, when drovofy at •work, by it, get freftj air. — When 
numb' d with sold, rub you rf elf if you can iv/thfnoiv, and be- 
ware of fleeting- — Lay not out a corpfe till it has a dark colour,, 
or dead Jmell ; or till medical gentlemen find certain marks of 
death ; yet let it be carried well "wrapped to a borrowed room, 
if iht houje be crowded, and a fbell pitched at the joints be ready 
to prevent injecliou. Fire at the receiving room would be very 
needful. 

DIRECTIONS for preferving life under feeming death. 
Nothing to be done by common ajjiftants, but what is here faid. 
Only fix perfons to be everprefent. To continue help fix hours, 
if not fooner fuccefsful, unlefs the body be rotten, or the brain 
torn. 

Frozen. Firft perfon.— Rub the body with fnow or cold 
ivater. Take it to a houfe, but not near the fire. — Second perfon. — 
When be has helped the body into the firft houfe, go for the 11 ear eft 
phyfician or furgeon,wbofe dircclions are to be ftriclly obferved. — 
Third and fourth.— Help the firft to bting on warmth by flow 
degrees, by rubbing and blowing into it to imitate natural breath. 
How this is to be done, fee below, under drowned 

Suffocated, by Steam, Smoak, or Lightning. Firft per- 
fon. — Dafb the breaft and face with cold water. Take the body 
to a houfe, and lay it on a bed from the fire. — Second perfon.—Af- 



! ter helping in the body, go for the nearcft phyfician or furgeon, 
ivhofe direcJions are to beftriclly obferved. — Third and fourth. — 
Help the fir ft in the above, then rub the body gently, bloiv into it, 
and try to make it breathe. Hoiv this is to be done fee belovo. 

DftoWNED, Ftrft Peifon. — Get out the body, ivipe it, and 
cover it ivarm. lake it to the neareft hotife ; the head rather 
rai/ed. In hot iveather, lay it ftripped on a bed to the fun ; in cold 
or damp iveather, in a room kept ivarm and ai>y. Rub it gently 
ivith the hands, or flannels fprinklcd ivith fpirits, on the back 
bone, breaft, &c. Get hot ivater to lay in bottles to the loles of 
the feet, palms of the hands, and armpits. Hot bricks in flannels 
may alfo beujtd. Place the body, ifpoffible, between tivo healthy 
perfons in bed. Ley a flannel on the back, and move a unarming 
pan upon it. 

Second P erf on. — As foon as the body is houfed, go for the near- 
eft phyficiun or furgeon. 

Third and fourth. -Help the Jirft as above ; alfo in bloiving up 
one ncftril ivith a belloius, flopping the other noftril and the 
mouth, and priffing the breaft gently -ivith the hands to imitate 
breathing, and repeat it often. Give gl.fters ivith J alt gruel or to- 
bacco fmoke ; if a ivoman or child, Jmoke of dried herbs; a blad- 
der ivith a quill or pipe may do ; bloiu at the bonvl end If 
ivarm bath, grains lyes, or ajhes can be had, place the body there- 
in, moderately heated to recover the natural heat. When life 
begins to appear, try if the povocr of fivallo-iving be returned, 
ivith a fpoonful of ivarm vjater, then ivine and ivater. or bran- 
dy and ivater, and lay the body fideivays in bed, ivith the head 
rather raiftd. Clear the mouth of fl'tme. 

The fame methods may 'be followed in all other cafes above 
named, till medical gentlemen direel otherivife Let an electri- 
fying machine be had ivheie it can, ivhich may beft help the medi- 
cal affiftant to determine death.
